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Much to the chagrin of importers of Venezuelan gasoline, 


this business comes to a squelching halt on August 15th 




ORANJESTAD - On Friday, 
July 29, the Aruba Council of 
Ministers made a decision re¬ 
garding the warehousing and 


importation of gasoline and 
diesel via small fishing boats 
from Venezuela. The Aruba 
Fire Department recently dis¬ 


covered a giant warehouse of 
gasoline stored in 200 and 55 
gallon tanks on the premises 
of a dwelling home in Sa- 
vaneta. The Fire Depart¬ 
ment’s report indicates that 
for the amount of gasoline, 
the manner in which the 
gasoline is stored in drums 
and Jerry cans, such a situa¬ 
tion is extremely dangerous. 
Such a storage is also very 
dangerous for our environ¬ 
ment. 

Hence, the Council of 
Ministers agreed to stipulate 
a particular procedure for 
handling this type of situa¬ 
tion. After careful consulta¬ 
tion with the Ministry of 
Public Affairs, the Police 
Force, Fire Department, the 
Inspector of Environment, 


and DTI (Department of 
Technical Inspection), the de¬ 
cision was taken to shut 
down any operation where 
gasoline is stored in major 
quantities at an establishment 
or dwelling house. This deci¬ 
sion is in keeping with the 
law regarding environmental 
disruption. 

All material and gasoline 
warehoused will be removed 
at the expense of the im¬ 
porter. 

Also a formal citation will 
be issued by the Ministry of 
Public Affairs. 

The Minister of Environ¬ 
ment presented a list of meas¬ 
ures which entails the 
prohibition of gasoline from 
Venezuela. The Council of 
Ministers was in full agree¬ 
ment and decided to approve 
the entire package of meas¬ 
ures. 

The government decided 
that as of August 15, 2011, 
they will limit the importa¬ 
tion and transportation of 
gasoline. This decision is 
based on the law of Public 
Ordinance of Importation and 
Exportation. For a period of 
three months they will pro¬ 
hibit the importation of gaso¬ 
line in fishing boats from 
Venezuela. During the three 
months a government decree 


will be formulated to delin¬ 
eate a definite prohibition of 
importation of gasoline from 
Venezuela to Aruba. 

In addition, the Fire De¬ 
partment, based on the Faw 
of Fire Ordinance with re¬ 
spect to the transport of gaso¬ 
line and diesel on public 
roads and the storage of these 
on land, they will add very 
strict security requirements. 

The Aruba Ports Authority 
will also introduce require¬ 
ments specifically for fishing 
boats transporting gasoline 
and diesel. Boats carrying 
gasoline and/or diesel that do 
not comply with the security 
requirements will not be per¬ 
mitted to enter Aruban 
wharfs. This means that as of 
August 15, 2011, these fish¬ 
ing boats that are not in com¬ 
pliance with the ordinances 
will not be allowed to dock 
on our wharfs and will be 
sent back to Venezuela. 

With these measures the 
Council of Ministers believes 
to have put an end to the 
manner in which illegal gaso¬ 
line and diesel is being im¬ 
ported to our shores from 
Venezuela. What is taking 
place now is dangerous and 
detrimental to our public 
health and our environment.

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Amazon deforestation on the Ex-Murdoch exec arrested 
rise again in Brazil over hacking 



BRASILIA (AFP) -Deforesta¬ 
tion in Brazil’s Amazon accel¬ 
erated in June, with more than 
300 square kilometers de¬ 
stroyed, a 17 percent increase 
over the previous month, gov¬ 
ernment researchers said Tues¬ 
day. 

The National Institute for 
Space Research (INPE) said 
312.6 square kilometers (120 
square miles) were destroyed 
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in June, based 
on the prelimi¬ 
nary analysis of 
satellite photos 
of the vast 
South American 
rainforest. 

May had 
seen a decrease 
in deforestation 
to 268 square 
kilometers (100 
square miles) 
from 477 square 
kilometers (180 
square miles) in 

April. 

In April, more than 400 
square kilometers (150 square 
miles) of forests were de¬ 
stroyed in a single state, Mato 
Grosso, which is seen as a 
major agricultural frontier and 
is used for cattle ranches and 
soybean farming. 

At the 2009 UN climate 
change summit in Copen¬ 
hagen, Brazil committed itself 
to reducing Amazon deforesta- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
piece of the ill-fated space 
shuttle Columbia has surfaced 
in eastern Texas, where a se¬ 
vere drought has dried up a 
lake and exposed debris from 
the 2003 accident, NASA said 
Tuesday. 

The globe-shaped object 
that turned up in Lake Nacog¬ 
doches, north of Houston, was 
one of 18 tanks on Columbia 
that helped power the shuttle, 
said NASA spokeswoman 
Lisa Malone. 

Pictures were sent to 
NASA engineers at Kennedy 
Space Center, and experts 
quickly confirmed that the 
tank must have been part of 
Columbia, she said. 

The shuttle disintegrated on 
its way back to Earth in 2003, 
killing all seven astronauts on 


tion by 80 percent by 2020. 

Brazil, the world’s fifth 
largest country by area, has 5.3 
million square kilometers of 
jungle and forests — mostly in 
the Amazon river basin — of 
which only 1.7 million are 
under state protection. 

The rest is in private hands, 
or its ownership is undefined. 

Massive deforestation has 
made Brazil one of the world's 
top greenhouse gas emitters, 
and the pace of deforestation 
peaked in 2004 at 27,000 
square kilometers (10,000 
square miles) a year. 

By 2010, however, it had 
dropped to 6,500 square kilo¬ 
meters, thanks in part to the 
INPE's Real-Time Deforesta¬ 
tion Detection System 
(DETER), which allows re¬ 
searchers to collect new satel¬ 
lite images on a daily basis. 

However, the system can 
only monitor areas of 25 
hectares (60 acres) or more, so 
its results are not considered 
definitive.

NASA's Challenger shuttle 
exploded shortly after liftoff in 
1986 due to cold weather and 
a technical flaw, killing seven 
astronauts. 

The remaining shuttles — 
Atlantis, Endeavour, Discov¬ 
ery and Enterprise - will soon 
become museum pieces. 


LONDON (AFP)- A 71 -year-

ORANJESTAD — After many 
meetings, analysis, discussions 
and investigations; on Monday 
Prime Minister Eman, Minister 
Mike de Meza, Ing. Robert 
Henriquez and Ing. Osling 
Boekhoudt made the an¬ 
nouncement that as of August 
1 st 2011, there will be an in¬ 
crease of 12.5% in the water 
and electricity tariffs. The in¬ 
crease is much more than the 
government envisioned, but 
much less than WEB wanted. 

The increases are relative to 
the production costs of water 
and electricity. In the first in¬ 
stance WEB had calculated a 
21.2% increase, which the 
government considered to be 
much too high. On the basis of 
that high increase proposal the 
government initiated a national 
social dialogue to address the 
issue of socializing the tariffs. 
As it stands today, the more 
you use is the less you are ex¬ 
pected to pay. But, according 
to the government, that princi¬ 
ple is not justifiable anymore 


these days. 

The Prime Minister indi¬ 
cated that those who use less 
than 500kw/hour will not see 
any increase. This represents 
about 50% of our population 
who stands to benefit from a 
socialized program. In the past 
whenever there was a price in¬ 
crease this was passed on to 
everyone equally. However, 
now for the first 500 kw/hr no 
one would be affected. The so¬ 
cialization program will mar¬ 
ginally affect those who are 
using above this amount. 

Those who use above the 
500kw/hr will experience the 
12.5% tariff increase. 

It is in this fashion they will 
adjust the increase of the tariffs. 
After a review and revision of 
the proposed tariffs by the parties 
involved, namely, SIWA, WEB 
and the government, WEB 
agreed to accept the 12.5% in¬ 
crease. Hence, the agreed tariff 
increase is officially set for 
12.5% and to be implemented 
based on a socialized format.

Tropical Storm Emily, the 
fifth named storm of the hur¬ 
ricane season, is expected to 
make landfall in Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic as early 
as Wednesday night but does¬ 
n't appear likely to develop 
into a hurricane, forecaster 
said yesterday.

Man arrested for building 
nuclear reactor in his kitchen 


Nissan says electric car 
can power family home 


SWEDEN — Angelholm, a 
small town along the coast of 
Sweden, isn’t the first place 
you’d think to look in the 
search for a nuclear reactor. 
But that’s just what police in 
the seaside city were tasked 
with hunting down when one 
of its citizens took it upon 
himself to construct his own 
radioactive power plant right 
in his own kitchen. 

The man, was reportedly 
very open about his fascina¬ 
tion with nuclear power and 
with his plans to attempt the 
dangerous project at home, 
though it appears nobody took 
him seriously. After spending 
$1,000 on supplies shipped 


from unspecified foreign 
countries, the amateur reactor 
builder set to work, monitor¬ 
ing the radiation levels in his 
home with a Geiger counter. 

At some point, it must 
have occurred to the man that 
what he was building might 
not have been entirely legal, 
because he placed a friendly 
call to the Swedish Radiation 
Authority to see if there were 
any lawson the books regard¬ 
ing homemade nuclear reac¬ 
tors. Local police arrived 
shortly thereafter and confis¬ 
cated the man’s materials be¬ 
fore placing him under arrest. 
He was released a short while 
later. 



JAPAN (AFP) - Nissan’s 
Leaf electric car can feed 
power from its battery back 
into a family home and run 
appliances for up to two days 
under a new project the 
Japanese car-maker unveiled 
Tuesday. 

Using the ’’Leaf to Home” 
system, the lithium-ion bat¬ 
teries of the zero tailpipe 
emission Leaf can be used as 
an emergency power backup 
for the home during a natural 
disaster or a power blackout, 
Nissan said. 

Nissan, 44 percent owned 
by Renault of France, said it 
aims to commercialize the 


technology in Japan by 
March 2012. 

The system works by 
linking the car via a quick 
charging port to the house’s 
electricity distribution panel. 
Power can also be fed the 
other way if the house gener¬ 
ates its own electricity with 
rooftop solar panels. 

The Leaf batteries have a 
capacity of 24 kilowatt hours 
when fully charged, equiva¬ 
lent to the electricity used by 
the average Japanese house¬ 
hold in two days, said the 


company. 

The output from the ve¬ 
hicle comes to six kilowatts, 
enough to power electricity- 
guzzling appliances such as 
a refrigerator, air conditioner 
and washing machine at the 
same time, the company 
said. 

Nissan says as well as its 
potential use in blackouts, the 
car can be charged during 
night time off-peak hours and 
the electricity used by house¬ 
holds during high-demand 
periods.

Israeli scientists develop 
date-rape drug detector 


The days of having to cart 
your cocktail to the ladies 
room may be over: two Israeli 
scientists say they have devel¬ 
oped a sensor that can accu¬ 
rately detect date-rape drugs 
in drinks 100 percent of the 
time. 

Professor Fernando Patol- 
sky and Doctor Michael Ioffe 
of Tel Aviv University's school 
of chemistry say the sensor 
can tell you in real time 
whether your martini or your 
mocktail has been spiked with 
either of the two most com¬ 
mon date-rape drugs. 

"You just dip it into your 
drink, it might actually look 
like a stirrer in the final pro¬ 
duction, it's tiny, very tiny," 
Ioffe told AFP. 

"And you don't even have 
to hold it up to the light and 
the system will let you know 
whether there are drugs dis¬ 
solved in your drink." 

The device sucks up a tiny 
drop of the suspect beverage 
and puts it in contact with the 
patented chemical formula de¬ 
vised by Patolsky and Ioffe. 

"The drug itself is reacting 
with this chemical formulation 
and the previously clear for¬ 
mula becomes dirty and when 
the light shines it you can de-

tect it," Ioffe said. "You don't 
have to do anything but dip it 
in your drink." 

The two scientists tested 
their device on a range of pop¬ 
ular cocktails as well as soft 
drinks and other beverages 
and found it was able to cor¬ 
rectly tell which had been 
spiked 100 percent of the time. 

"What's amazing is that 
there is no false positives until 
now," Ioffe said. 

At present, the device can 
accurately detect the presence 
of the two of the most-com- 
monly used date-rape drugs: 
GHB (gamma-hydroxybutyric 
acid) and ketamine. 

The scientists are also work¬ 
ing to expand the device's de¬ 
tection capacity to include 
Rohypnol, another drug com¬ 
monly used to sedate the vic¬ 
tims of date rape. 

"We have some very, very 
optimistic preliminary re¬ 


sults," Ioffe said. "All we need 
is money." 

The pair expect the first 
batch of sensors could be 
commercially available within 
a year and a half. 

The chemical formula that 
the device uses is cheap to 
produce and is not poisonous, 
meaning companies should be 
able to produce the sensor 
without requiring government 
approval. 

All that remains is for the 
producers to decide how the 
device will let its users know 
whether their drink is safe for 
consumption, and a range of 
options are being considered, 
Ioffe said. 

"We haven't decided how 
it will let you know. Maybe it 
will just light up or a part of it 
will rotate or maybe it will 
send a signal to your cell 
phone because you want to be 
discreet about it."

Obama says austerity 
bill only a 'first step”

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
signed an emergency austerity 
bill Tuesday that averted a 
debt default, but warned the 
contentious plan was "just the 
first step" on a long road to 
economic recovery. 

"It's an important first step 
to ensuring that, as a nation, 
we live within our means," 
Obama said in the White 
House Rose Garden after po¬ 
larized lawmakers sent him 
the legislation. "This is, how¬ 
ever, just the first step." 

The measure lifts cash- 
strapped Washington's $14.3 
trillion debt limit by up to $2.4 
trillion while cutting at least 
$2.1 trillion in government 
spending over 10 years, a step 
forecast to drag down already 
sluggish US growth. 

Obama spoke after the US 
Senate voted 74-26 to pass the 
measure — which cleared the 
House of Representatives by 
an overwhelming 269-161 
margin on Monday — with just 
hours to spare before a mid¬ 
night (0400 Wednesday) dead¬ 
line that could have triggered 
a first-ever US default on its 
debt payments. 


Congres¬ 
sional approval 
paid immediate 
dividends as the 
IMF applauded 
the deal and the 
Fitch ratings 
agency said the 
hard-fought 
llth-hour com¬ 
promise would 
spare Washing¬ 
ton from losing 
from its sterling 
Triple-A debt rat¬ 
ing. 

At the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary 
Fund, Managing Director 
Christine Lagarde applauded 
the statement as "good for 
both the US and global econ¬ 
omy" but pushed US leaders 
to craft a plan to put public fi¬ 
nances "on a sustainable 
path." 

Republicans have prom¬ 
ised that the spending cuts will 
create jobs, but top Wall Street 
economists have warned the 
austerity measures will actu¬ 
ally be a drag on already slug¬ 
gish US growth even as 
government stimulus meas¬ 
ures run out. 

The overall shift from 
priming the US economy to 
government belt-tightening is 
expected to reduce US growth 
next year by about 1.5 per¬ 
centage points, according to 
JPMorgan Chase economists. 

The vote came as the US 
Commerce Department re¬ 
ported that US consumer 
spending, the economy's key 
driver, fell 0.2 percent in June 
relative to May, while per¬ 
sonal income was basically 
stagnant, with just a 0.1 per¬ 
cent increase. 

Both figures fell short of 


analysts' expectations and of¬ 
fered the latest discouraging 
omen about the US economy, 
which grew at a feeble feeble 
1.3 percent in the second quar¬ 
ter of 2011, much worse than 
economists had expected. 

The news overshadowed 
the debt deal and weighed on 
US stocks, with the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average 
falling 32.47 points (0.27 per¬ 
cent) to 12,100.02 in the first 
20 minutes of trading. 

The broader S&P 500 
dropped 5.01 points (0.39 per¬ 
cent) to 1,281.93, while the 
tech-heavy Nasdaq Composite 
shed 6.48 points (0.24 per¬ 
cent) to stand at 2,738.13. 

Despite such wrenching 
worries, major US companies 
like 3M, Caterpillar, 
Goodyear, Microsoft and 
Apple have been packing 
away record profits and could 
have their most profitable 
quarter ever. 

Obama signaled that he 
would campaign for raising 
tax revenue on the rich and 
wealthy corporations, a pro¬ 
posal that has already gener¬ 
ated lockstep opposition from 
Republicans who contend it 
would smother job creation. 

Democrats, especially on 
the party's left flank, have ex¬ 
pressed outrage that the bar¬ 
gain Obama struck with his 
Republican foes omitted any 
tax increase on the wealthy. 

The new law calls for more 
than $900 billion in cuts over 
the next 10 years — $350 bil¬ 
lion of it in defense — and cre¬ 
ates a special congressional 
committee tasked with com¬ 
ing up with another $1.5 tril¬ 
lion in cuts to report by 
November 23, with Congress 
voting by December 23. 


US stocks plunge 
despite debt cap deal 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks wiped out most of their 
gains for 2011 on Tuesday, 
plunging after poor economic 
data overshadowed a congres¬ 
sional deal to raise the coun¬ 
try's debt ceiling and avoid a 
default. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Av¬ 


erage was down 265.72 points 
(2.19 percent) to 11,866.77 in 
closing trade, the broader S&P 
500 dropped 32.90 points 
(2.56 percent) to 1,254.04 and 
the tech-heavy Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite shed 75.37 points (2.75 
percent) to 2,669.24. 


US eases Somalia 
sanctions as famine 
worsens 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said Tuesday it 
would support relief work in 
areas of Somalia held by the 
Al-Qaeda-linked Shebab, eas¬ 
ing restrictions as despair 
grows over a famine that has 
killed thousands. 

US officials said they were 
maintaining sanctions against 
the militia, which controls 
some of the worst-hit parts of 
southern Somalia, but would 
fund reputable groups that take 
the risk to bring food into She¬ 
bab territory. 

US officials said the sanc¬ 
tions were never intended to 
affect aid groups, but that 
Washington wanted to send a 
signal that relief workers 
should not fear legal repercus¬ 
sions for bringing food where 


it is most needed. 

About $1 billion has al¬ 
ready been promised by the in¬ 
ternational community, but 
Amos said Monday the United 
Nations "urgently needs an¬ 
other $1.4 billion to save 
lives." 

The United States has de¬ 
voted more than $450 million 
to emergency assistance in the 
Horn of Africa. But Shebab- 
ruled areas are the worst hit 
and US officials acknowl¬ 
edged Tuesday's changes may 
not have a major effect. 

President Barack Obama 
has authorized arms shipments 
to fighters battling the Shebab, 
fearing the lawless country 
could become a new safe 
haven for Al-Qaeda and other 
extremist networks. 


Swiss man charged with 
US tax fraud conspiracy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Swiss man has been charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the 
US government after he al¬ 
legedly helped clients evade 
taxes by stashing their money 
in Switzerland, US justice of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday. 

Martin Lack, a private asset 
manager who once worked for 
Swiss banking giant UBS, al¬ 
legedly helped US customers 
hide income in undeclared 


Swiss accounts in Basel and 
encouraged them to ignore US 
tax law, according to the Jus¬ 
tice Department. 

Lack also allegedly trav¬ 
eled to the United States to 
carry out banking and cur¬ 
rency transactions for his 
clients using undeclared ac¬ 
counts. He is also said to have 
offered his clients falsified 
bank documents.

to be sold at 
Hong Kong auction

LONDON (AFP) -A five-seat 
box at the world-famous 
Royal Albert Hall in London 
is up for sale for a princely 
£550,000 (630,000 euros, 
$900,000), the estate agents 
said Tuesday. 


Harrods Estates described 
the box, which it is claimed 
contains the best seats in the 
concert hall, as the "ultimate 
gift" for a loved one. 

Although the same money 
would buy a two-bedroomed 


flat in the exclusive Chelsea 
district not far away, the 865- 
year lease should give the 
owner and their descendants 
enough time to make it worth¬ 
while. 

The box is the only one left 
in the hall still featuring its 
original timber veneer and 
mirrored panels, while its lo¬ 
cation on the second tier on 
the eastern side of the audito¬ 
rium offers spectacular views 
of the main stage. 

Shirley Humphrey, sales 
and marketing director at Har¬ 
rods Estate, said: "The boxes 
at the Royal Albert Hall are 
extremely rare and those with 
original features are even 
rarer, so we anticipate to re¬ 
ceive a high level of interest. 

"This five-seat box is per¬ 
fect for entertaining, whether 
it is business or pleasure." 

The Royal Albert Hall was 
part of a plan envisaged by 
Queen Victoria's consort 
Prince Albert to create an es¬ 
tate to promote the under¬ 
standing and appreciation of 
the arts and sciences in the 
South Kensington area of 
London. 

When he died in 1861, the 
plans went ahead and the hall 
was opened in March 1871. 
Since then it has become one 
of Britain's top music venues, 
hosting everything from the 
series of classical concerts 
known as the Proms to gigs by 
Jay Z. 

To raise funds for the com¬ 
pletion of the building, private 
individuals were invited to 
buy 999-year leases on some 
of the seats, for £100 each. 
Queen Victoria bought 20, and 
the current monarch still has a 
box there. 

If the five-seat box on sale 
is a little too expensive, a 
block of five stall seats is also 
available through Harrods Es¬ 
tates, costing a cool £375,000. 


HONG KONG (AFP) -Thir¬ 
teen items belonging to the 
late kung fu legend Bruce 
Lee, including a 1966 letter he 
wrote and a fur-lined coat will 
go under the hammer in a 
Hong Kong auction next 
week, according to a report. 

The sale, which could raise 
up to HK$880,000 
($112,900), is believed to be 
the largest-scale auction of his 
memorabilia in the southern 
Chinese city, where Lee was 
raised before moving to the 
United States in his late teens. 

Items to be sold from his 
estate include a letter he wrote 
45 years ago to a friend in 
which the martial arts special¬ 
ist talked about the television 
series The Green Hornet, in 
which he played Kato, a con¬ 
fidant of the superhero. 

"The item is meaningful in 
the sense that it can allow us 
to understand more about 
Bruce Lee's views and what 
he thought about his work at 
that time," Wong Yiu-keung, 
the Bruce Lee Fan Club chair¬ 
man told the South China 
Morning Post. 

Other items to be sold at 
the August 6 auction include a 


dark-blue fur-lined coat which 
was made around 1973 for 
Lee's film Game of Death, a 
membership card for his kung 
fu institute, and a name card 
of Lee. 

The sale is jointly organ¬ 
ised by auction houses Amer¬ 
ica's Kelleher Auctions and 
Phila China of Hong Kong. 
Bruce Lee Fan Club and Phila 
China could not be reached 
for immediate comment on 
Saturday. 

The Hong Kong govern¬ 
ment said last month that it 
has shelved a plan to turn 
Lee's old home in the southern 
Chinese city — which later be¬ 
came a rundown love hotel — 
into a museum, citing differ¬ 
ences with the property 
owner. 

Fans of the icon, who died 
in 1973 at the age of 32, have 
long called for museum dedi¬ 
cated to Lee in the city. 

Lee - credited with cata¬ 
pulting the martial arts film 
genre into the mainstream 
with films including Fists of 
Fury and the posthumously 
released Enter the Dragon — 
died after a severe reaction to 
medication.

Dhoni admits schedule 
catching-up with India 


NOTTINGHAM (AFP) - 
India captain Mahendra Singh 
Dhoni was looking forward to 
the chance to regroup after his 
side's crushing 319-run second 
Test defeat by England again 
raised questions about players' 
workloads. 

England's victory, achieved 
with more than a day to spare, 
left them 2-0 up in this four- 
match series and on course to 
replace India at the top of the 
ICC’s Test Championship 
table — something they will 
achieve if they win the third 
Test at Edgbaston starting on 
August 10. 

India arrived in England 
hot on the heels of completing 
a Test series win away to the 
West Indies and then played 
just the one warm-up match, 
against county side Somerset. 

They subsequently lost the 
first Test by 196 runs at Lord's 
where left-arm strike bowler 
Zaheer Khan broke down with 
a hamstring problem that 
meant he didn't play at Trent 
Bridge. 

Meanwhile Dhoni has 
hardly had a meaningful break 
since leading India to World 
Cup final glory against Sri 
Lanka in Mumbai in April. 

He was then immediately 
plunged into a full campaign 
in the cash-rich Indian Premier 
League where he captained the 
Chennai Super Kings to vic¬ 
tory in the Twenty20 tourna¬ 
ment. 

Although Dhoni, who 
would have enough to worry 
about were he merely to con¬ 
centrate solely on his dual role 
as a wicketkeeper/batsman, sat 
out the one-dayers in the West 



Indies, he was back at the 
helm for a three-Test cam¬ 
paign which India won 1-0. 

With national boards un¬ 
willing to cut down on the vol¬ 
ume of international cricket 
which, through multi-million 
dollar television deals, pro¬ 
vides them with the bulk of 
their income, and many play¬ 
ers either unwilling or unable 
to say 'no' to the immensely lu¬ 
crative IPL, it appears some¬ 
thing has to give. 

And, currently, the strain 
appears to be showing on the 
30-year-old Dhoni whose run 
of low scores in the ongoing 
series was compounded on 
Monday when he was out for 
a golden duck after falling lbw 
playing no shot to Tim Bres- 
nan. 

It was the action of a tired 
man, in every sense, and 
Dhoni told reporters after 
stumps: "It's a mental thing as 
well because for some of us 
it’s been a seven-match Test 
series with hardly any gap. 

"The preparation needs to 
be slightly different which is 


why we are saying the next 10 
days are important for us — not 
only physically but mentally 
as well," added Dhoni, whose 
team have a two-day practice 
match against Northampton¬ 
shire starting on Friday. 

"When you have lost one of 
your four bowlers (Zaheer) it 
makes things hard, but the fast 
bowlers got us breakthroughs 
at valuable times. 

"The other important thing 
is to put runs on the board and 
we are slightly lacking in that. 

"Right from the last series 
we played we haven't scored 
consistently so that's also a bit 
of a concern. 

Dashing opener Virender Se- 
hwag will fly to England 
today to reinforce the embat¬ 
tled Indian team for the last 
two Tests, the Indian cricket 
board said. 

Sehwag, 32, whose bril¬ 
liant strokeplay has propelled 
India's batting in the past, 
missed the previous series in 
the West Indies and the first 
two Tests in England because 
of shoulder surgery in May. 


Cycling stars Evans, 
Schlecks enter 
US race

DENVER (AFP)- Tour de 
France winner Cadel Evans of 
Australia and fellow podium 
finishers Andy and Frank 
Schleck will race in this 
month's inaugural USA Pro 
Cycling Challenge, organizers 
said Tuesday. 

No American cycling race 
has ever boasted the top trio 
from the world's most presti¬ 
gious cycling race, but the Au¬ 
gust 22-28 event that finishes 
in downtown Denver will see 
a world-class field compete 
over record climbs across the 
Rocky Mountains. 

"For us, this is a great val¬ 
idation for our inaugural event 
to have the entire podium from 


the Tour," Challenge co-chair¬ 
man Shawn Hunter said. 

"Given the roster commit¬ 
ments we've had this week, we 
believe this will be one of the 
most competitive fields to ever 
race on American soil. We will 
end up seeing seven or eight of 
the top-10 finishers from the 
Tour." 

Evans rides for BMC Rac¬ 
ing while the Schleck brothers 
ride for Team Leopard Trek. 
Andy is a three-time Tour de 
France runner-up while Frank 
won the 2010 Tour of Switzer¬ 
land. 

Italy's Ivan Basso, a two- 
time Giro d'ltalia winner, and 
American Levi Leipheimer are 
also in the field of 128 riders 
for the 518-mile race. 

Organizers have not heard 
from controversial three-time 
Tour de France winner Alberto 
Contador, who finished fifth in 
last month's race. 

The US race will feature 
the two highest climbs in com¬ 
petitive global cycling history 
on the same day during stage 
three, a taxing test that was 
needed and received special 
approval from the Interna¬ 
tional Cycling Union.

Fit Tiger feels no rust from layoff 


AKRON (AFP) - Former 
World No. 1 Tiger Woods 
said he felt as physically fit 
as he has been in years and 
not rusty following a nine- 
hole practice round Tuesday 
ahead of his first event after 
an 11-week injury layoff. 

The 14-time major cham¬ 
pion, chasing the record 18 
major titles won by Jack 
Nicklaus, will return Thurs¬ 
day in the first round of the 
World Golf Championship 
Bridgestone Invitational 
paired alongside British 
Open champion Darren 
Clarke. 

”Pm ready to go,” Woods 
said. "Doctors gave me the 
clearance to go, so here I am. 
Started back practicing a cou¬ 
ple weeks ago, which was 
nice. I feel good now and 
here I am.” 

Woods, who has not won a 
title in 22 months and slid to 
28th in the world rankings, is 
a seven-time winner at Fire¬ 
stone Country Club, although 
he posted his worst 72-hole 
pro score the last time he 
played the course. 

Woods has not played a 
competitive round since 
withdrawing after the first 
nine holes of the Players 
Championship last May, 
when Woods aggravated left 
knee and Achilles tendon in¬ 
juries that he suffered last 
April at the Masters. 

With boyhood pal Bryon 
Bell serving as his caddie in 
the wake of his firing of long¬ 
time bagman Steve Williams, 
Woods toured the familiar 
course early in the morning 
and said he felt in solid form. 

”The shots felt very crisp, 
very clean. I was very 
pleased,” Woods said. ”My 
start lines were good. They 
were nice and tight, which 
was good. Everything we 
have been working on we're 
very pleased with. Just got to 
keep working at it.” 

Woods said he has already

had "a ton” of applicants for 
the caddie job that Bell takes 
over on a temporary basis this 
week and next week, when 
Woods bids for a 15th major 
title at the PGA Championship 
at Atlanta Athletic Club. 

”1 thought it was time for 
a change,” Woods said of fir¬ 
ing Williams. "I felt that Ste¬ 
vie and I have had just an 
amazing run. Steve is a hell 
of a caddie, there's no deny¬ 
ing that. He's helped my ca¬ 
reer, and I think I've helped 
his. 

"We've had a great part¬ 
nership for 12 years, won a 
bunch of tournaments, but I 
just felt it was time to change 
things up a little bit. I felt 
very comfortable with the 
move.” 

Asked about Williams 


saying he felt like he 
had wasted the past two 
years of his life sticking 
with Woods in the wake 
of a 2009 sex scandal, 
Woods said, "Well, 
that's what he says and 
what he feels.” 

Woods said he has no 
timetable for naming a 
new caddie but wants 
someone with experi¬ 
ence at dealing with 
pressure of top-level 
golf and noted that he 
hopes to qualify for the 
125-man US PGA play¬ 
offs that start later this 
month. 

"(I want) someone that ob¬ 
viously understands the pres¬ 
sure of the game coming 
down the back nine, someone 
who probably has been there 
before and who understands 
it and can deal with that," 
Woods said. "That's some¬ 
thing that I will definitely be 
looking for.” 

England's World No. 1 
Fuke Donald, who won the 
WGC Match-Play crown in 
February, will be paired with 
Masters champion Chari 
Schwartzel of South Africa 
for the first two rounds. 

World No. 2 Fee West- 
wood of England will play 
alongside 2010 US Open 
winner Graeme McDowell of 
Northern Ireland while de¬ 
fending champion Hunter 
Mahan of the United States is 
joined by McDowell's coun¬ 
tryman Rory Mcllroy, the US 
Open champion.

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League files lawsuit against players union 



NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NBA filed a federal lawsuit 
against the league's players 
union on Tuesday, hoping to 
establish the legality of the 
lockout imposed a month ago 
and protect against a possible 
players lawsuit. 

League officials also an¬ 
nounced Tuesday they were 
filing an unfair labor practice 
charge against the National 
Basketball Players Associa¬ 
tion, claiming the union has 
not bargained in good faith. 

The moves come one day 
after talks that produced mo 
movement and just over a 
month after the previous col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement 
between club owners and 
players expired, sparking the 
second shutdown in NBA 
history. 

Owners claim losses and 
seek salary cuts and a firm 
payroll cap while players 
hope to keep things basically 
as they have been under the 
old deal made in 2005. Each 
side has pocketed about half 
of $4.3 billion in annual rev¬ 
enues. 

The NBA move takes a 


page from the NFL lockout 
that concluded last week, 
when American football's 
union decertified so players 
could press an anti-trust case 
in US courts, in part to attack 
the legality of the lockout. 

NBA players union lead¬ 
ers have mentioned decertifi¬ 
cation and an anti-trust 
lawsuit as a possible tactic in 
negotiations with the NBA, 
something the league seeks to 
prevent with the labor charge 
and lawsuit against the union. 

"These claims were filed 
in an effort to eliminate the 
use of impermissible pressure 
tactics by the union which are 
impeding the parties’ ability 
to negotiate a new collective 
bargaining agreement," NBA 
deputy commissioner Adam 
Silver said. 

"For the parties to reach 
agreement on a new CBA, 
the union must commit to the 
collective bargaining process 
fully and in good faith." 

The league's lawsuit wants 
to establish the lockout as not 
being a violation of US anti¬ 
trust laws and that if a union 
decertification was declared 
lawful, that all current player 
contracts would be void and 
unenforcable. 

In the NFL lockout, play¬ 
ers have voted to reinstate the 
NFL Players Association as a 
union, but only as a condition 
of final approval of a settle¬ 
ment deal reached at the ne¬ 
gotiation table. 

The NBA shows no signs 
of being near that point as 
players ponder signing with 
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teams in other nations for the 
duration of the lockout and 
fans wonder if the season will 
begin on November 1 as 
scheduled. 

"We haven't seen any 
movement. There's still a 
very wide gap between us," 
NBA commissioner David 
Stern said. "I don't feel opti¬ 


mistic about the players' will¬ 
ingness to engage in a serious 
way." 

Not since the 1998-99 
NBA season was trimmed to 
50 games has their been an 
NBA shutdown until now. 
Some of the NBA club own¬ 
ers involved also owned Na¬ 
tional Hockey League clubs 


when that league lost the en¬ 
tire 2004-05 season to a labor 
dispute. 

"We're continuing to try to 
work around what's been said 
and really focus on the deal on 
the table," union president 
Derek Fisher said. "Right now 
we're still a very, very long 
way from getting a deal done."
